And 
what employer would not sooner receive 
commission per dollar on a man receiv- 
ing $10 per day than en one receiving $s 
The contractor’s excuse is the material 
supply companies won't give them an es- 
timate on materials needed for a bBuild- 
ng. That’s bunk. They don't want an 
estimate. as they can bieed the man pay- 
ine for the Duilding so much more. 

The man who has a building built un- 
@er this plan is responsible for the high 
cost of building. For your own informa- 
tion. watch the mechanics work on a 
building being erected on this plan; then 
Watch the mechanics on a building erect- 
ed under the “competitive pian.” 

The owner is told by the contractor 
that it is the mechanics wages that are 
to blame.

It is certain that Robert Bruce 
wus the greatest military strategist 
of the Middle Ages, for he actually 
chose his ground and followed a 


plan of battle that has won the ad» 


miration of modern engineers. The 
armies, of course, were those of the 
age of chivalry, armored knights 
on horseback, archers, men-at-arms 
to the number of many thousands 
on the English side, while the Scots 
opposed unarmored footmen to the 
charge of these knights armed cap- 
a-pie. 

Bruce had prepared for the Brit- 
ish cavalry by digging a great 
many pits In front of his position 
and covering them with grasses. 
He had formed his army so that 
marshes on one side and the river 
on the other protected his flanks. 
The British were compelled to 
make a frontal attack. 

Kdward was no general, and he 
simply sent his men forward 
against carefully prepared posi- 
tions. Like all battles of the Mid- 
die Ages the slaughter was terrific. 
The British fought stubbornly un- 
til a couple of thousand camp-fol- 
lowers of Bruce’s army—women, 
old men and  children—swarmed 
over a ridge in the rear shouting 
and screaming. The British 
thought reinforcements were com- 
ing, and the entire army fled. 

The Scottish guides are famiMar 
with all the details of the battle 
and they relate them with great 
gusto. The victory assured Bruce 
of the independence of Scotland 
and took all the fight out of Ea- 
ward. So much so that Bruce was 
able later to go to Ireland and
